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COTTON  CLASSIFICATION  SERVICES 


I«  Cotton  Classification,  Genera?. 

All  cotton  classed  by  the  Government  is  classed  for  grade  and  staple 
length  in  terms  of  the  official  cotton  standards  of  the  United  States o No 
deviation  from  the  standards  for  any  purpose  is  permissible.  All  upland  cotton 
is  classed  against  the  upland  standards,  all  American  Egyptian  against  the 
American  Egyptian  standards,  and  all  Sealand  and  Sea  Island  cotton  against  tho 
Sea  Island  standards4  regardless  of  whether  the  cotton  is  ginned  on  a roller 
gin  or  a saw  ginc 

All  olassers  examine  separately  portions  of  the  sample  from  each  side 
of  the  bale*  All  samples  are  classed  on  their  quality  in  terms  of  the  offi- 
cial ootton  standards  irrespective  of  origin^  ownership,, -or  type  of  classing 
requested*  • 

Small  and  obviously  unsatisfactory  samples  are  not  classed.  "When 
possible,  samples  are  laid  upon  the  classing  table  and  left  for  a brief  period 
before  being  classed,  to  allow  them  to  loosen  and  to  permit  their  moisture 
content  to  come  to  equilibrium  with  that  of  the  atmosphere  in  the  classing 
room  so  that  the  class er  may  grade  them  without  having  to  make  allowance  for 
excessive  moistui  e or  dryness » 

Differences  in  color,  leaf,  or  preparation  within  the  sample  are  averaged 
on  the  basis  of  the  quality  of  cotton  in  several  openings  of  the  samples  The 
grade  of  the  sample  is  not  determined  by  either  the  lowest  or  poorest  or  the 
highest  or  best  opening  in  the  samples  The  general  rule  for  averaging  factors 
of  grade  is  given  in  the  order  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  promulgating 
the  standards  for  grade  of  upland  cotton  as  follows; 

American  upland  cotton  which  in  color^  leaf,  and  preparation 
is  within  the  range  of  the  standards  established  by  this 
notice,  but  which  contains  a combination  of  color,  leaf,  and 
preparation  not  within  any  of  the  definitions  herein  set  out, 
shall  be  designated  according  to  the  definition  which  is  equiva- 
lent to,  of  if  there  be.no  exact  equivalent  is  next  below,  the 
average  of  all  the  factors  that  determine  the  grade  of  the 
cotton;  Provided,  That  in  no  event  shall  the  grade  assigned 
to  any  cotton  or  sample  be  more  than  one  grade  higher  than 
the  grade  classification  of  the  color  or  leaf  contained  therein*. 

The  above  method  of  classing  is  nob  used  in  classing  two-sided  bales 
but  is  employed  in  classing  cotton  that  shows  slight  variations  in  different 
openings. 
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In  a two-sided  bale  the  portion  of  the  sample  drawn  from  one  side  of 
the  bale  is  lower  in  grade  or  shorter  in  length  than  the  one  drawn  from  the 
other  side  of  the  bale*  The  Glassification  assigned  in  such  oases  is  that  of 
the  portion  showing  the  lower  grade  or  shorter  stapleo  A sample  is  designated 
as  "mixed  packed"  if  the  portion  of  the  sample  drawn  from  one  side  of  the  bale 
differs  from  the  portion  drawn  from  the  other  side  as  much  as  (l)  3 or  more 
grades  or  (2.)  3 or  more  color  gradations  or  (3)  2 or  more  grades  and  2 or  more 
color  gradations  or  (4.)  1/8  inch  cr  more  in  staple# 

Extraneous  matter  is  material  found  in  samples  which  is  foreign  to  the 
cotton  plant  such  as  grass,,,  sand*  oil*  or  dust#  Samples  may  also  be  considered 
irregular  because  of  the  pre  sence  of  whole  seeds  , parts  of  seeds,  motes  or  bark# 

Any  ootton  containing  a significant  quantity  of  grass*  sand*  oil*  dust*  other 
extraneous  matter*  ..seeds*  parts  of  seeds*  motes,,  or  bark  is  roduoed  one  or  more 
grades  in  order  to  reflect  properly  the  reduction  in  grade  on  this  account*  t 

lie  Services  under  the  Smith“Dox ey  Act  - Classing  without-  Charge  for 
Farmers  ' . ” ” . 

Farmers  who  form  organized  groups  for  cotton  improvement  and  who  comply 
with  certain  requirements  are  entitled  to  have  their  cotton  classed  without 
paying  a fee*  The  samples  submitted  for  this  classification  service  must  be 
cut  from  both  sides  of  the  bale  by  a bonded  sampler  or  a public  warenouseman 
that  issues  negotiable  receipts*  A Cotton  Classification  Memorandum  Form  1 
(green  car'd)  showing  the  official  grade  and  staple  length  of  each  sample  is 
issued  by  the  classing  office  serving  the  territory  where  the  cotton  is  ginned* 

The  samples  become  the  property  of  the  Government  after  classification* 

The  class  cards  or  memorandums  may  be  used  by  the  farmers,  in  selling 
cotton  or  obtaining  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  loans-*  This  information  on 
grade  and  staple  length  may  also  be  used  in  determining  the  variety  of  cotton 
best  adapted  for  each  farm*  the  degree  of  care  that  can  economically  be  used  in 
harvesting*  and  the  quality  of  ginning* 

Instructions  and  applications  may  be  obtained  by  farmers  who  .wish  to 
organize  cotton  improvement  groups  under  the  Smith~Doxey  Act  from  County  Agri- 
cultural  Agents*  State  and  County  Agricultural  Stabilization  and  Conservation 
Offices,  or  Cotton  Division  Area  offices  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service, 
at  the  following  addresses;  ...  . ..

named* 

III®  Services  under  the  Cotton  Standards  not  - Classing  for  the  General 
public  for  a fee  ~~  ’ ■ 

The  United  States  Cotton  Standards  Act  provides  that  any  person  who  has 
custody  or  a financial  interest  in  any  cctton  may  submit  samples  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  the  Depart- 
ment for  classification^  The  regulations  of  the  Secretary  provide  for  the 
follov;ing  classifications  under  this  acts 

A©  Form  A is  the  classification  or  comparison  of  samples  freshly  drawn 
and  submitted  to  a classing  office  direct  from  a public  warehouse  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  owner  of  the  cotton  or  his  agent*  Such  classification  or  compari- 
son is  evidenced  by  Form  A Memorandum  which  is  subject  to  review. 

B»  Form  B is  the  classification  or  comparison  of  samples  submitted  by 
mutual  agreement  of  two  or  more  persons  in  a dispute*  The  classification  or 
comparison  of  suoh  samples  is  evidenced  by  a Form  B Certificate  which  is  subject 
to  review© 

C»  Form  D is  the  classification  or  comparison  of  samples  submitted  by 
the  owner  of  the  cotton  or  his  agent  and  is  evidenced  by  a Form  D Memorandum 
which  is  not  subject  to  review 

The  fee  for  each  of  these  classifications  is  25/  per  sample  for  the  deter- 
mination of  both  grade  and  staple  length©  Checks  for  these  fees  are  made 
payable  to  '‘Treasurer  of  the  United  States©**  Samples  may  be  returned  to  the 
owner  of  the  cotton  by  express  collect  if  such  return  is  requested  promptly. 
Application  forms  for  the  services  may  be  obtained  from  any  classing  office  of 
the  Department.  (See  atta.ched  list  of  offices,*) 


IV#  Services  under  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Act  - Classing  Foreign 

Cotton 

A classification  and  comparison  service  is  provided  for  samples  from 
cotton  produoed  outside  the  continental  United  Stateso  Classifications  are 
made  in  accordance  with  the  official  standards  of  the  United  States  in  effect 
at  the  time*  The  memorandums  issued  showing  the  results  of  such  classification 
or  comparison  also  identify  the  name  of  the  country  in  which  the  cotton  was 
grown  and  the  source  of  the  samples*  The  fee  for  this  classification  is  25^' 
per  sample  •» 

Vo  Services  under  the  Cotton  Futures  Act  - Classification  of  Cotton 
Tor  certification  on  Futures 

The  United  States  Cotton  Futures  Act  provides  that  all  tenders  of  cotton 
and  settlement  therefor  under  contract  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  classi- 
fication of  the  cotton  by  the  Department  of  Agri culture t-  Samples  submitted 
for  futures  certification  must  be  sent  direct  to  the  classing  office  from  an 
approved  warehouse®  The  sampling  of  the  bales  and  the  submission  of • requests 
for  classification  are  handled  through  the  facilities  of  Joint  Cotton  Inspect 
tion  Bureaus  of  the  cotton  futures  exchanges*  Tha  classification  results  are 
issued  in  memorandum  form  and  are  also  stamped  on  the  warehouse  receipt  for 
each  bale  submitted  for  olassif ioationo  Classifications  for  tender  on  futures 
are  made  at  classing  offices  at  Galveston-,  Houston, , ifew  Orleans,,  and  Charleston® 
Urxrn  written  request  such  classifications  are  eligible  for  review  by  the 
Appeal  Board  of  Review  Examiners*  The  fee  for  classification  on  futures  is 
25^  and  the  fee  for  review  35^ 

VI«  Classification  of  Cotton  for  CCC  loans  on  a Fee  Basis 

A classing  service  for  obtaining  CCC  loans  is  provided  for  farmers  who 
are  not  members  of  organized  cotton  improvement  groups  under  the  Smith-Doxey 
Act®  a fee  of  25p  per  sample  is  chargedo  Rarehousemen  whose  facilities  are 
approved  br  CCC  for  the  storage  of  loan  cotton  and  State  and  County  ASC  Offices 
in  the  cotton  producing  areas  can  furnish  information  on  the  submission  of 
samples  for  classifi cation®  The  cotton  must  be  stored  in  an  approved  warehouse;* 
an  approved  farm  storage  structure.,  or  in  certain  areas  must  be  under  a bill 
of  lading  before  loans  can  be  obtained*  Farmers  must  nake  arrangements  with 
the  warehousemen,.,  county  office  or  receiving  agency  for  the  sampling  of  their 
cotton*  Classing  offices  will  bill  warehou semen 9 county  offices  and  receiving 
agencies  for  the  classification  charges®  Checks  in  payment  of  such  charges 
should  be  made  payable  to  ’’Commodity  Credit  Corporations"  The  samples  become 
the  property  of  CCC  after  classification,*  Classifications  for  CCC  loan  are 
subject  to  reviews 

VIIs  Reclassifications  or  Reviews  Provided  under  Various  Services 
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Farmers  eligible  for  the  classification  services  under  the  Smith-Doxey 
Act  are  entitled  to.  one  classification  free  of  charger.  Any  subsequent  classi- 
fication must  be  a review  based  on  a re-drawn  sample  for  which  the  fee  is 
25^o  A review  of  any  classification  of  cotton,,  except  Form  is  permissible 
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upon  written  request.  Such  requests  should  be  accomranied  by  the  original 
classification  memorandum  and  by  redrawn  samples  unless  the  samples  originally 
classed  are  still  in  possession  of  the  classing  office  and  their  identity 
preserved..  The  fee  for  a review,  of  both  grade  and  staple  length  under  the 
Cotton  Standards  Act  is  25/  per  sample*  Information  regarding  review  require- 
ments may  be  obtained  from  classing  offices*  (See  attached  listo)
